4. Yasuo Yasutomi's statement explains that he has 
first-hand knowledge of the error, how it occurred and 
when he discovered it, because he was responsible 
for filing the PCT application, and that the incorrect 
spelling occurred inadvertently and without any 
deceptive intent on his part; 

5. On September 14, 2004, Tadao Ono executed a 
Declaration in the subject application, which 
Declaration was prepared under Mr. Yasutomi's 
direction and sets out Mr. Ono's correct name, a copy 
of which Declaration is attached hereto. 

Whereby, the facts being as hereinbefore set out, it is respectfully submitted that 
this Petition should be granted, that the record in the subject application should be 
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corrected to identify the third listed inventor in the aforementioned PCT application as 
Tadao Ono.
